“It  cannot 
happen  without

This  is  the  theme  for  Sports 
Medicine  Research  Foundation 
appeal  for  funds.  We  previously 
reported  a  Tattersalfs  Club  member 
gave  $50,000  (and  asked  to  remain 
anonymous).  The  Government  has 
contributed  $10,000.  Extension  to 
building  is  necessary. 

The  present  institute  building  was 
constructed  in  1972  at  a  cost  of 
$250,000  raised  by  a  committee  with 
(the  late  and  much  respected)  Sir 
Leslie  Herron,  the  then  Chief  Justice 


of  N.S.W.,  as  Patron;  Mr.  A.  J. 
Chown  as  Chairman  and  with  the  late 
Rt.  Hon.  J.  A.  Armstrong,  A.C.,  the 
then  Lord  Mayor  of  Sydney  and  other 
important  civic,  business  and  sport¬ 
ing  leaders  as  members. 

Even  though  the  building  is  rela¬ 
tively  new,  the  numbers  of  people 
seeking  help  at  the  Institute  have 
increased  to  the  stage  of  overcrowd¬ 
ing.  Expansion  to  the  building  is 
urgently  needed:  twice  the  existing 
area  is  required  to  cope  with  injuries 
from  sporting  activities  and  to  de¬ 
velop  research  projects. 

The  research  effort  will  be  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Tony  Millar,  the 
founder  of  the  Institute  and  an  inter¬ 
nationally  known  researcher  in 
Sports  Medicine. 

The  goal  is  to  raise  $500,000  over 
a  three-year  period.  All  donations 
are  tax-deductible. 


The  money  will  be  used  to  enlarge 

the  existing  premises  — 

•  to  provide  immediate  benefit  to 
clubs  and  all  individuals  identi¬ 
fied  with  sport  in  the  applications 
of  advanced  specialised  treat¬ 
ment; 

•  to  provide  a  more  efficient  treat¬ 
ment  area  for  the  increasing 
number  of  injuries  and 

•  to  enable  further  research  into 
sports  medicine  that  can  have 
application  to  all  Australian  en¬ 
deavours  —  at  social.  State  and 
national  levels  in  sport,  in 
industry,  in  the  school  and  in  the 
home; 

•  to  provide  ongoing  funds  for 
employment  of  a  full-time 
medical  director; 

•  to  provide  educational  courses  for 
injury  treatment  and  prevention.
